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OUR Remarks in Saturday’s Courant on the 

Affair of Toulon center’d in this Conclufion, 
that the apparent Caufes of the Mifcarriage of that 
@nterprize, were feveral Difappointments concur- 
ting at once; namely infuperable Difficulties ro 
the taking of the Place by Land, infurerable Diff- 
culties to Sir Cloudy Shovel’s attacking it with his 
Men of War by Sea, and infuperable Obftacles 
to the Duke of Marlborough’s forcing the Enemy 
to Action ‘in the Netherlands. The Recollection 
of a few Facts will evince the Truth of this Con- 
clufion: In the firft_ Place, the Duke cf Savoy 
and Sir Cloudfly Shovel agreed intirely in Opinion, 
that it was abfolutely neceflary the Fleet fhould 
enter the Harbour to diftrefs the Enemy on that 
Part of the City ; and accordingly his Royal High- 
nefs fpar'd no Pains to take or ruin the Forts that 
guarded the Entrance into the Harbour, that ic 
might be practicable for Sir Clondfly to enter: 
Of what Confequence bis entring with the Fleet 
would have been, is evident from the very great 
Damage done the Enemy by our Bomb-Veffcis on- 
iy. Buc the Duke of Savoy had not Time fuffi- 
cient to accomplith the neceflary Work cof opening 
the Way for Sir Cloudfly; and the Enemy’s per- 
petually-increafing Strength fore’d bim to 
the Prefervation of his Army by a feafonable and 
fwift Retreat. As for the Army in the Netherlands, 
nothing was wanting on the Part of the Duke of 
Marldorough to engage the Enemy, and thereby 
facilitate the Enterprize againft Toulon ;_ the 
Succefs of which no Man can doubt his Grace had 
very much at Heart, who will but confider what 
Counfels geve Birth to that noble Enterprize: So 
early as che 2:ft of May his Grace was at the 
Head of the Army of the Allies drawn together at 
Lennbeck ; and was no fooner inform’d that the 
Enemy were come out of their Lines and were en- 
camp’d at Haine, than hoping they would make 
good their repeated Boafts to ftand an Engagement 
with him, he advane’d with all Alacrity and 
Boldnefs the 26:h from Lembeck to Soignies in Or- 
der to offer them Battle ; but the Enemy declin’d it 
and betook themfelves to the Camp of Fleurvs. The 
Battle which his Grace fo earneftly with’d and 
fought, would in all probability bave left the Duke 
of Savoy little more to do than to go and take Pof- 
feifion of Toulon: But the Enemy’s March to Fleu- 
rus render'd it neceffary for his Grace to haften to 
the Dyle, ro fecure the rich and open Places of 
Brabant; and his prudent Conduct on that Occa- 
fion was juft’y applauded by the States General. 
No Time was loft, the Army pafs’d the Dyle the 
if of of Irve, and advancing to Meldert, ‘once 
more provok’d the Enemy toa fair Engagement ; 
but in vain, they took Shelter in the ftrong Camp 
of Gemblours, in which it was utterly im- 
pra&icable to attempt to force them. Both Ar- 
mies continuing in their Camps till the roth of Au- 
guft, and the French carefully avoiding to give the 
Allies the leaft Opportunity to fall upon them, the 
Duke determin'd to try what might be done by a 
fudden March to Genap: That March was fo well 
contriv’d and conceal'd, that though the Artillery 
began to March at 10 in the Morning and the Ar- 
my at 4 in the Afternoon, the Enemy could get no 
certain Information which Way they were gone till 
Midnight, when they began their March with all 
poifible Hafte towards the Pieton. In fhort, the E- 
nemy retreated with the urmoft Precipitation, al- 
lowing their Men no Bread nor Reft for 3 Days, 
and the Allies follow’d them with the utmoft Eager- 
nefs and Toil, till the former got into the Camp at 
Cambron, and the Allies were forc’d by the Rains 
and bad Ways ta give over the Purfuit and encamp 
at Soignies. To conclude, the Allies having in- 
ceffantly endeavour’d by feveral Movements to 
draw the Enemy to a Battle, at length drove them 
to fe-k their lift Refuge in their Lines behind the 
Marque, in the beginning of September, | 


Now ro return to ovr Argument, We have fhewn 
in Saturday's Courant and this, that at the Var the 
Duke of Savoy de:ermin’d to march to Toulon, 
judging bis Army firong enough without the Body 
of Impenalifts that were gone to Naples, and with- 
out the Recruns to fill up the Prutlian, Hethan, Pa- 
Jatine, and Saxe-Gothan Troops which were not 
a litle thin’d by the tharp Actions of the former 
Campaign: And that he grounded his Hopes of 
Succefs wholly on the Continuance of her Majefty’s 
Friendfhip and Afjiflance. We have juftified his Royal 
Highnels and SirCloudfly Sbovell,by thewing that the 
urmoft Endeavours were to render thatAfjillance 
cficctual by opening the Entrance into tke Harbour 
ef Toulon to the Flee:: We have alfo juftified the 
Duke of Marlborongh, by fhewing Step by Step 
with what Earnefinels and Labour he fought to 
give the utmcit Proots to the Duke of Savoy of her 
Majeity’s promis'd Friendlhip and Ajiftance. We bave 
fhewn, that the prodigious Strengta of the Enemy’s 
entrench'd Camp at Toulon, defended and cover'd 
by a greater Number of Cannon than perhaps ever 
before were piac’d on the fame Extent of Wotks, 
joyn’d to the Difappoimtment of the Fleet's being 
kept off the Shore by boifterous Winds to the 2d of 
Auguft, (to which time from the 26th of July the 
Enemy grew ftronger in all Refpects every Day) 
render’d the Attack of Camp impracticable by 
the Duke of Savoy's Army, had it been 15000 Men 
ftronger than it was, in the Condition they muft 
needs be in after fuch a March and without the 
leaft Atliftance, fo much as of one Gun, from the 
Ficet. And now when things bear fo plain a Face, 
and we oughc to be contented under our Difappoint- 
ment, feeing all Parties corcern’d in it did their 
Duty, comes the Writer of the Poftman and very 
boldly flings al) the Blame upon the Emperour. 

And here we wiil take Leave of the Affair of 
— and examine the Expedition to Naples by 
it felf. 

For a Foundation, it may not be unneceffary to 
inform fome People of what Importance that King- 
dom and Sicily are in themf{elves ; and to fer this 
Matter in the beft Light, we thall borrow a Paffage 
from the excellent Author of the firxf? Part of the 
Fable of the Lion’s Share verified in the Partition of 
the Spanifl Monarchy written in 1701, who by thew- 
ing what Advantages the French would make of 
thofe two Kingdoms, fufficiently inftructs us what 
Valve to fet upon the Recovery of them out of 
their Hands. His Words are thefe Pag. 49. ‘ If we 
* only confider the fruiifalnefs and abundance of 
* all things in the Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, 
* and the ufe France will make of them when they 
* are reduced to the foot of the French Governmant, 
‘tis certain, to go no farther, that they will be 
* more advantagious to them than all Spain under 
* the prefent Defolation will be tothe Arch-Duke. 
‘ Thefe two Kingdoms, which were caded the 
* Nurfes of antient Rome, and juftly efteem’d fuch 
‘by Rome modern, will plentifully furnih their 
* Armies both by Sea and Land: And if they have 
‘been worth to the Spaniards four Millions of 
* Crowns by year, we may modeftly compure they 
* will be worth fix to the French. But their Ambi- 
* tion will not be farisfied with this fingle Advyan- 
* tage, they aim at the Corqueft of all Italy, and 
* thofe Kingdoms will facilitate their Defign, and 
* render them fo formidable in the Mediterranean, 
* that no other Nation fhail dare to thow themfelves 
* upon that Sea without their permitfion. 

We do not confider the Kingdom of Naples fe- 
parare from that of Sicily, becaufe ’tis no Queftion 
we fuppofe with any Man, thar if the maritime 
Poteritates could bave fpar'd a fmall Squadron of 
their Men of War in the Mediterranear, to enable 
the Imperiahfts to pafs over to Sicily while the Re- 
volution of Naples was warm, that Kingdom bd 
before now been added to the other : And ‘tis to be 
hop’d it will not be long before it be fo fill, the 
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rather becaufe we do not fee how any of the Impe- 
rial Troops can be {par’d from Naples, till its Peace 
is firmly eftablith’d by the Reduction of the Sicilians. 

#rom confidering the laportance of the Acquifiti- 
on of Naples, we fhal! proceed to inquire at what 
Tim: aod on what Inducements the Emperour 
refoiv'd upon the Expedicion thither. Upon the 
Victory at Turin, and the Expulfion of the main 
Army of the Enemy out of Piemonr, as alfo on 
Prince Eugene’s improving that Victory by turning 
his Arws coche Milaneze &c, till he bad cut off the 
Body under Count Medavy from all Succour from 
France , and ceafin'd them to fo little Room in 
Lombardy, that it was vifible all Italy would by 
one afeans or other foon be clear’d of the French, 
the Neapolitans that were in the Intereft of the 
tloufe of Auttria raisd great Hopes of throwing 
wi the Yoke of France ; ot which Hopes and their 
Readynefs to concmbuie to their own Deliverance 
they acquainted the Court of Vienna by divers of 
their Nobiltry who had retir’d to that Court on the 
ill Succefs of the Infurrection at Naples in 1701, 


and had from tha: Time been matntain’d at the Em- . 


perour’s Expence : The Imperial Court ic may well 
bs imagin'’d, were not wanting to foment the Hopes 
and Reloluaons of the Neapolitans, and to affure 
them chey wuld not fail co a:lift them with a Body 
of Forces aifson as poffibiy they could do it con- 
venieatly. Accocdingiy a Treaty being made in the 
@iddie of Marca 1707, by which the Freach ob- 
lig’d chemfelves to evacuate Lombardy and with- 
draw al their Porces into France, the Imperial Court 
having their Hands tree, vefvlv’d not to lec flip the 
Opportunity char fo fairly of reducing the 
Kingdom of Naples. The Motives to this were 
{tronger than are generally imagin'd: The leaft of 
thole Motives ( tho’ that be fomething) was the 
faving the Emperour che Sums with which he main- 
tain’d the Neapolitans of Quialiry at Vienna and 
enabled them to keep up their Intelligence and en- 
courage the Auftrian Party in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples; the nobler Motives were Humanity, Generofi- 
ty, Juftice : We leave it to be confider'd by all Men 
of Spirit and Good-Nature, whether the Emperour 
could ever have forgiven himfelf, had he neglected 
the earneft Invitations cf a very confiderable Num- 
ber of Neapolitans and many of them of the beft 
Families, (fome of whom hazarded and fuffer'd fo 
much to ferve his Intereft in 1701,) who had afrefh 
engagd themlelves cto bring about a Revolution ; 
and bad be abandon’d them to the cruel Refent- 
ment of a Government directed by French Counfels, 
whofe bufy Erniifaries would in a litle Time infal- 
libly bave waraveli’d their Confederacy and trac’d 
them ovr toa Man. We may addto thefe another 
Motive ; !he Empetour had feen, that the Succours 
fent from Englan ito bis Brother,under the E.of Rivers, 
af.er having been unhappily detain’d feveral Months 
by contrary Winds, did not reach Alicant till the 
End of January 1707 : By which Time the Affairs 
of King Charles in Spain bad gone fo backward, 
that from the Advices his Imperial Majefty mut 
needs have had from Barcelona, he had Caufe ro 
apprehend they could not without great Difficulry 
be retriev’d : Confidering therefore the Difficulties of 
maintaining King Charles in Spain by Succours fent 
by long Sea by the 2 maritime Porentates, no doubt 
he judg’d the beft Service he could do the common 
Caule, with whofe Welfare bis Brother’s Intereft 
and his own are infeperably united, would be to 
improve the Opportunity of recovering the King- 
dom of Napks to the Spanifh Monarch, Ard 
tho’ the A'lies mighr noc think well of thar Enrer- 
prize beforehand, yer they were fo well facisfied 
with it when tt was executed with Succels, that the 
States mention’d it in their Proclamation for a Day 
of general Thank({giving, Fafting, and Prayer, as 
@ Reafon for fuch Teank (ziving and ctheie Council 
of State enumerate the chicf Advantages of it, in 
their Preambie to the State of che War pablifi’d in the 
Potman: Her Majefty thought fic ro take Notice 
of it, in her Speech ac the opening of this Parlia- 
ment, in thefe Terms, ‘ As the French have gain’d 
* ground upon us in Spain, fo they have been whol. 
* ly driven out of Italy, by which it is become more 
* ealy for afl the A'lies co join their Affiftance next 
* Year for enabling the King of Spain to recover his 


* Affairs in that Kingdom , and to reduce the whole 
* Spanifh Monarchy to his Obediente. And laftly 
the high Value both Houfes of Parliament fet upon 
it, is apparent from the following Paflage of their 
late Addrefs, ‘ We Your Majefty’s moft Dutiful and 
* Obedient Subjects, the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
‘ poral and Commons in Parliament Affembled, ha- 
‘ ving been always fully perfuaded, That nothing 
* could Reftore a juft Ballasce of Power in Burope, 
* but the Reducing the whole Spanifh Monarchy to 
* the Obedience ot the Houfe of Auftria; and ha- 
* ving feen feveral great Parts of that Monarchy, 
* by the Bleffiag of God upon the Victorious Arms 
* of Your Majefty and Your Allies, already in the. 
* Poffeffion of that Houfe, do think it not only Sea- 
fonable, but Neceffary, at tis Funtture, humbly to 
* offer this Our Unanimous Opinion to Your Ma- 
‘ jefty, That no Peace can be Honourable or Safe 
‘for Your Majefty, or Your Allies, if Spain, the 
* Weft [adies, or any Pars of the Soanith Monarchy, 


“be fuffered to remain under the Power of the 
* Houfe of Bourbon. 


Bat becaufe the Writer of the Poftman prophecied 
ill Luck to this Expedition while it was in Agitation, 
he feems refolv’d never to {peak well of ir.
